"First, it is to be hoped that the federal re-

"Second, it is becoming apparent.that definite

More important 
than this is the great impetus given to trade 
associations and their healthy activities. The 
work of the war finance corporation is develop- 
ing agricultural co-operation on a large scale 
Ss another indication of the same general type. 


"Finally, it is likely that one cf the most im- 


portant results -of the present pariod will be the 
steadily developing use and reliance'of business 
men upon statistics'and a statistical forecast. 
The statistician has come into his own both in 
individual businesses and in his study of busi- 
ness conditions as-a whole. Th3 '.ead taken by 
Secretary Hoover in the extension of the work 
of the census is one of the greatest govern- 
mental .contributions to this new movement, 
which in my belief ought to and will spread 
with incalculable benefits to the business com- 
munity as a whole."
